The new code makes a number of im­ 
portant changes in the school laws of 
the state, the most important one, per­ 
haps, is that which makes the county 
treasurer the custodian of the dis­ 
trict fonds. This will result in elimi­ 
nating endless confusion in the mak­ 
ing of reports and will make all school 
warrants sell for par. In many coun­ 
ties teachers have had to sell their 
warrants at a discount and the change 
will result in a saving of thousands of 
dollars.
